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THE COLLEGE MAN IN JOURNALISM 



The path of .Sipiim Delta Chi, National joiiniali.stic Frater- 
nity, wc arc iiiformcH by news despatches, is not all primroses 
ind sunshine. It ap])ears that many of the incmlxîrs of tlic or- 
janization are not living up to the pledge taken during college 
lays to devote themselves to a life of .iournalisni. Many only cn- 
srapc in newspaper work for two or three years, just long enough 
•o discover that there is not the romance in newspajier work that 
they thought. Nor does the other, more .sordid, phase of news- 
paper lifp quite live up to cxpecl.ntions. In the matter of pecu- 
niary reward the youthful moulder of public opinion frequently 
suffers a rude shock. In the early stages the salaiy compares 
favourably witli that paid in other walks of life, it, however, 
incrca.ses little with the years, and thoiipl) usually adequate, is 
never excessive. A rich journalist would be an eccentric. "Now 
Barabbas," Thomas Campbell once wittily .said, "Was a publish- 
er." A newspajwr editor may deceive, but he cannot fleece the 
public. Thn.^e whose talents lie in that direction, if we arc to 
believe those with some claims to a knowledge of the subicct, 
should .'ieek other field.'^ of industry.' 

I But in .'^pito of ample warning, to journalism, as to other 
plejasing, though po.*;sibly not as laudable temptations, the col- 
legeïljred man occasionally falls a victim. There are several rea- 
son|;for this. Journalism appears to offer .scope for the very 
qualities one is .secretly conscious of possessing. The columnist 
onlhe C/ollege Magazine .sees him.self someday the renowned spe- 
cial, writer on some metropolitan Journal. The editor of the col- 
log? Daily, reeling out .scholarly editorials on the "Cla.ssical Edu- 
cation or literary gems exhorting the team to "Win, Team, Win" 
has vision.* of himself .some da.v penning .soulmoving editorials 
for a great daily which will "mould a mighty State's decrees. And 
shape the whisper of the Throne. ' As regards no other profe.s- 
siQé is the lay man so prone to listen with credulity to the whispers 
ofjancy. 

2 It unreasonable to expect that in journalism, as in no other 
pj^fession, the technical work of newspaper life — the newsget- 
ting, the relative value of news and its pre.sentation in a form 
interesting to the public, can ever be properly mastered without 
acUpal experience. As a McGill man who himself took up jour- 
na^sm a^ a profession once .said. "If he deems himself a born 
journalist he is probably a born fool." 

I Ik there no place in the journalistic profession for the Uni- 
vereily graduate? There certainly is. Never before has there 
been such a yrcH\ df-mand from newspapor.s for college bred men. 
The Htaffe of the melrojfolitan dailies are becoming more and 
more to be made up of university men. When years of close ob- 
Wjn'atioii, f'xt- n.'^ive reading and fxperience of life supplemented 
the college education, the new paper writer is transformed into 
tt man of the world. The chief advantage of the college man is 
hi« wider general r.-adm^' and knowl.uige. One is forced however 
unwillingly, to recognize llie fact that some of our most trenchant 
writers and most influential editors are not college graduates 
and to the unwi-lcome coiiclifsion that to dale the influence of our 
universilietj on Canadian journalism has l>een small.
